It is the purpose of this anendatory

Act of the 93rd GCeneral Assenbly to abolish nosquito

abatenent districts in counties with a popul ati on of

3,000,000 or nmore and to transfer to the county in which the

territory lies, or, in the case of territory lying in the

City of Chicago, to the City of Chicago, all assets,

liabilities, rights, powers, duties, and functions of the

district, with the duties and functions of the abolished

nosqui to abatenent district, including the eradication of the

West Nile Virus, to be assuned by the respective State

certified public health departments of those entities.

Sec. 0.03. Districts abolished; assets, liabilities,
ri ghts, power s, duti es, and functi ons assuned.
Not wi t hst andi ng any other provision of |aw, i ncludi ng any

other provision of this Act, nosquito abatenent districts in

counties with a popul ati on of 3,000,000 or nore are abolished

on January 1, 2004. In counties with a population of

3,000,000 or nore, no new nbsquito abatenent districts nay be

organized on or after January 1, 2004. On January 1, 2004,

the county in which the territory of an abolished district

lies, or, in the case of territory of an abolished district

that lies in the Cty of Chicago, the City of Chicago, shal
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assune all assets, liabilities, rights, powers, duties, and

functions of the abolished nmosquito abatenent district wth

respect to the territory of the abolished district that lies

within the boundaries of the county or the Cty of Chicago,

as the case may be, wth the duties and functions of the

aboli shed nosquito abat enent district, i ncl udi ng t he

eradication of the Wst Nle Virus, to be assuned by the

respective State certified public health departnents of those

entities.

(a) On January 1, 2004, personnel enployed by a nosquito

abatenent district abolished by this anendatory Act of the

93rd General Assenbly are transferred to the State certified

public health departnent of the county in which the abolished

district lies, or, in the case of an abolished district that

lies in the City of Chicago, the State certified public

health departnent of the Cty of Chicago.

(b) In the event that the assets, liabilities, rights,

power s, duties, and functions of a nosquito abatenment

district abolished by this anendatory Act of the 93rd General

Assenbly are assuned by a county and the CCty of Chicago

because t he territory of the abolished district lies

partially in the Cty of Chicago, the decision on which

positions shall be transferred to the State certified public

health departnent of the county and whi ch positions shall be

transferred to the State certified public health departnent

of the City of Chicago shall be made by qgiving consideration

to the proportionate percentage of territory transferred and

the assum ng county's and the Cty of Chicago's staffing

The rights of enpl oyees of a nosquito abatenent district

affected by this anendatory Act of the 93rd General Assenbly.

which the abolished district lies, or, in the case of an

abolished district that lies in the Cty of Chicago, the Gty

of Chi cago.
(b) In the event that the assets, liabilities, rights,
power s, duties, and functions of a nosquito abatenment

district abolished by this anendatory Act of the 93rd General

Assenbly are assuned by a county and the Cty of Chicago

because t he territory of the abolished district [lies

partially in the Cty of Chicago, the decision on which

books, records, docunents, property (real and personal),

unexpended appropriations, and pending business shall be

transferred to the county and which shall be transferred to

the City of Chicago shall be nmade by giving consideration to

the proportionate percentage of territory transferred to the

county and the proportionate percentage transferred to the

City of Chicago.

Sec. 0.07. Odinances, orders, and resol utions.

(a) On January 1, 2004, the ordinances, orders, and

resolutions of a nosquito abatenent district abolished by

this anendatory Act of the 93rd General Assenbly that were in

effect on Decenmber 31, 2003 and pertain to the assets,

liabilities, ri ghts, power s, duti es, and functi ons

transferred to the county in which any part of the territory

of the abolished district lies, or, in the case of an

abolished district that lies, at least in part, in the Gty

of Chicago, the City of Chicago under this amendatory Act of

the 93rd CGeneral Assenbly shall becone, with respect to that

territory, the ordinances, orders, and resolutions of the

county in which that part of the abolished district lies, or,

in the case of an abolished district that lies, at least in

part, in the Cty of Chicago, the Cty of Chicago and shal

continue in effect until anended or repeal ed.

(b) Any ordinances, orders, or resolutions pertaining to

the assets, liabilities, rights, power s, duti es, and

functions transferred to the county in which any part of the

territory of the abolished district lies, or, in the case of

an abolished district that lies, at least in part, in the

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functions transferred to a county or the Cty of Chicago by

this anendatory Act of the 93rd General Assenbly shall be

vested in that county or the Cty of Chicago, as appropri ate,

subject to the provisions of this anendatory Act of the 93rd

CGCeneral Assenmbly. An act done by a npbsquito abatenent

district abolished by this anendatory Act of the 93rd General

Assenbly or an officer, enployee, or agent of the abolished

district with respect to the transferred assets, liabilities,

rights, powers, duties, or functions shall have the sane

|l egal effect as if done by the county to which the transfer

was made or the City of Chicago, as appropriate, or an

officer, enployee, or agent of that county or the dty of

Chi cago, as appropri ate.

(b) The transfer of assets, liabilities, rights, powers,

duties, and functions under this anendatory Act of the 93rd

CGCeneral Assenbly does not invalidate any previous action

taken by or in respect to the npsquito abatenent district

abolished by this anendatory Act of the 93rd General Assenbly

or its officers, enployees, or agents. References to an

abol i shed nosquito abatenent district or its officers,

enpl oyees, or agents in any docunent, contract, agreenent, or

law shall, in appropriate contexts, be deened to refer to the

assuning county or the City of Chicago, as appropriate, or

its officers, enployees, or agents.

(1) Beqginning January 1, 2004, a report or notice

that was previously required to be nade or given by any

person to a npsquito abatenent district abolished by this

anendatory Act of the 93rd General Assenbly or any of its

officers, enployees, or agents shall be nmade or given in

the sane nanner to the assum ng county or the Cty of

Chi cago, as appropriate, or its appropriate officer,

enpl oyee, or agent.

(2) Beqginning January 1, 2004, a docunent that was

previously required to be furnished or served by any

person to or upon a nosquito abatenent district abolished

by this anendatory Act of the 93rd General Assenbly or

any of its officers, enployees, or agents shall be

furnished or served in the sane nanner to or upon the

assuning county or the City of Chicago, as appropriate,

or its appropriate officer, enployee, or agent.

(e) This anendatory Act of the 93rd General Assenbly

does not affect any act done, ratified, or cancelled, any

right occurring or established, or any action or proceedi ng

had or commenced in an adnministrative, civil, or crimnal

cause before January 1, 2004. Any such action or proceedi ng

that pertains to an asset, liability, right, power, duty, or

function transferred to a county or the City of Chicago under

this Act and that is pending on that date may be prosecuted,

def ended, or continued by that county or the City of Chicago,

as appropri ate.

Any disputes that arise as a result

of the abolishment of a nosquito district and the assunption

of the assets, liabilities, rights, powers, duties, and

functions of the abolished district shall be resolved by an

appropri ate action conmenced in the circuit court.

Sec. 30-170. Msquito abatenent district.

(a) The electors may authorize the township board to
contract for the furnishing of nosquito abatenent services in
t he uni ncorporated area of the township.

(a-5) Notwithstanding any other provision of this Code,

as provided in Section 0.03 of the Msquito Abatenent

District Act, on January 1, 2004, nmosqui to abat enent

districts in counties with a popul ation of 3,000,000 or nore

are abolished. No new nbsquito abatenent districts nay be

organi zed in counties with a popul ation of 3,000,000 or nore

on or after January 1, 2004. The assets, liabilities, rights,

powers, duties, and functi ons, i ncl udi ng t he t axi ng

authority, of a npsqguito abatenent district created under

this Code that is abolished by this anendatory Act of the

93rd General Assenbly shall be assuned as provided in

Sections 0.02 through 0.10 of the Msquito Abatenent D strict

Act .

(b) The township board nmay adopt a resol ution declaring
the uni ncorporated area of the township a nosquito abatenent
district for tax purposes. Proof of the resolution authorizes
the county clerk to extend a tax upon the nosquito abat enment
district in the amunt specified in the annual township tax
levy, but not nore than a rate of 0.075% of the val ue of
t axabl e property as equalized or assessed by the Departnment
of Revenue.

(c) \Wenever a resolution creating a nosquito abatenent
di strict has been adopted, the township board shall order the
proposition submtted to the voters within the territory of
the proposed district at an election. The clerk shall certify

the proposition to the proper election officials. Notice
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shal |l be given and the election conducted in accordance wth

the general election |aw The proposition shall be in
substantially the follow ng form

Shal|l a nosquito abatenent district be created to

serve the unincorporated areas of (nanme of township), and

shall a tax be levied at a rate of not nore than 0.075%

of the value of taxable property in the district as

equal i zed or assessed by the Departnent of Revenue?
The votes shall be recorded as "Yes" or "No"

(d) If a mjority of votes cast on the propositionis in
favor of the nosquito abatenent district, the district shal
be creat ed.

(e) Any territory within a nosquito abatenent district
that is annexed to a nunicipality that provides nobsquito
abatenent services wthin its corporate limts shall be
automatical ly di sconnect ed from the township nosquito
abatenent taxing district.
